The vital statistics returns for week ending the IthSoptom- 
bor 1048 for towns with a population of 30,000 and over have 
been received in respect of only 190 towns (176 towns out of 
182 in India and 14 towns out of 30 in Indian States), Tho 
estimated mid-year population of these 100 towns is 
23,083, 540. The biitns and deaths recorded in theso towns 
numbered 16,713 and 10,333 representing birth and death 
rates of 36'7 and 22' 7 per thousand of the population respec- 
tively. 

(A) India ,-— The births and deaths rouoided in towns 
in India weje 15,025 and 8,642 giving birth and death rates 
of 3S'8 and 23'9 per thousand of the population respaol ively. 
The nine towns, namely, Etawah, Pandharpui, Yootmal, 
Hathras, Hardwar Union, Nolloro, SambhaJ, Sholapnr and 
Banaras recorded high death rates of 81 - 2, 70-5, 04.5,03.7, 
62-8, Ol'O, 60 6, 54 7 and 51 0 per thousand of tlm population 
respectively. The high rates in Banains, Bambhal, Hathras & 
Har dwar aie due to fevers and that in Etawah to cholera & 
fevers. In Pandharpur and Bholapur the high rate is due to res- 
piratory- oases and in Yeotmal to dysentery and dianhoea. xhe 
highrate in Nelloro is not dne to any specified cause. There were 
l;i5 death a from cholera and 19 deaths from smallpox.
